GENERAL  REGULATIONS  AND  RULES  OP  PROCEDURE 

OF  THE  WlO 

(Proposals  from  the  French  Delegation 
on  the  subject  of  Rule  3) 


Docxjunent  II  contains  a  draft  for  the  General  Regulations    5 
and  Rules  of  Procedure  for  the  MO,  prepared  by  the  Executive 
Council,  which  gave  rise  to  a  new  draft  for  the  General 
Regulations  prepared  by  the  United  States  (Doc.55).   The 
very  body  of  the  Regulations  submitted  to  the  Congress  con- 
tains very  extensive  details  for  the  Rules  relating  to  various   10 
bodies  of  the  Institution  which  may  very  well  be  a  great 
hindrance  in  practice.   It  would  appear  preferable  thai;  Instead 
of  being  mixed j  these  Rules  should  be  drawn  up  under  the 
titles  of  the  different  bodies  interested. 

Furthermore,  v/hilst  it  is  customary  to  leave  important     I5 
subordinat'i!  bodies  free  to  draw  up  their  own  Rulas  of  Proced- 
ure and  in  particular  their  Agenda,  in  the  present  case  they 
would  have  imposed  upon  them  from  the  beginning,  by  the  Con- 
gress, very  precise  Rules  relating  to  the  Agenda,  the  conduct 
of  discussions  and  voting  procedure.   The  Convention  having     20 
already  Ixidicated  the  limits  of  autonomy  of  the  constituents 
bodies,  it' would  appear  sufficient  to  refer  to  them  and  to 
add  simply  the  Rulos  which  appear  the  most  necessary. 

Briefly^  it  seems  that  by  more  frequent  reference  to  the. 
Convention  and  by 're -grouping  under . the  title  of  eaah  body,     25 
the  Rules  relating  to  them,  who  v/ould  in  any  case  be  left 
more  autonomy,  the  cohesion  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Organizat- 
ici  V70uld  be  Increased  and  the  application  of  them  v/ould  be 
facilitated. 


The  Rule  relating  to  the  functions  of  the   President' of 
the  Organization  deserves  attention  In  view  of  the  risk  of 
confusion  which  it  entails..   Rule  III  of  the  Draft  General 
Regulations,  favours  and  lays  the  groundwork  for  the  establlsh-

Australia  supports  the  development  of  a  common  system 
of  Fund  regulations  for  use  in  the  United  Nations  and 
the  Specialized  Agencies,  and  it  agrees  with  the  purposes 
of  this  fund  as  set  out  in  Doc.

2.  •     Comparing   the   territory  and   population  of  the   Byelorussia 
SSR  with  those    of   countries  which,    on  account    of  the   amount   of 
their   contributions  have    been  placed   in  the   same   group  as  the 
Byelorussia  SSR,    the   Principal  Delegate   for  the   Byelorussia  SSR        20 
observes  that,    as   regards  territorial  area  and   population  the 
Byelorussia   SSR  is   substantially   smaller  than  these    countries 
although  the    same    contri 'cation  has  been  allocated  to  it    as  to 

them. 

It  should  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  Byelorussia  SSR  is     25 
without  international  airlines  or  shipping.   Consequently,  the 
usefulness  for  the  Byelorussia  SSR  of  the  Y/MO  is  considerably 
less  than  is  the  case  for  the  other  countries  of  the  same  group.

1,  It  is  highly  doslrable  as  indicated  in  Doc,  9  to  limit 
the  number  of  Commissions  to  the  minimum  necessary  to  cover 
effectively  the   field  of  interest  of  the  Organization.   The 
greater  the  member  of  Commissions  the  greater  the  extent  of      5 
the  internal  coordination  required  within  the  Vi/MO  and  the 
greater  the  workload  on  the  Secretariat  ( arrangin.ci;  of  meetings, 
publication  of  proceedings,  etc.)   With  the  relatively  small 
Secretariat  proposed  in  the  initial  stages,  a  strict  limitation 

on   the  number  of  Commissions  initially  established  becomes      10 
particularly  important.

PROPORTIONAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  THE  GENERAL  FUND 

OP  THE  Y/I.:0 

(General  comments  of  the  USSR  Delegation  .■ 
regarding  Documents  I3  and  I03 ) 


1.  After  examining  the  memorandum  of  Committee  I   (Doc.lOj), 
the  USSR  Delegation  observes  that  the  Committee  invites  the 
principal  Delegates  to  take  into  account  the  criteria  of  which 
a  list  is  given  in  paragraph  5  of  this  memorandum,  when  the 
di^aft  of  the  scale  of  contributions  to  be  p-id  to  the  WMO 
(Doc.  1$)  is  being  examined,  which  must  precede  the  adoption 
of  these  principles  by  the  Congress . 

2,  The  USSR  Delegation  considers  that  the  criteria  which 
should  serve  as  a  basis  for  drawing  up  the  flngl  scale  of  con- 

.trlbutions  should  comply  with  the  following  conditions  : 

a)  their  number  should  not  be  high  ; 

b)  they  should  be  applicable  to  computations  used 
for  preparing  the  scale  of  the  contributions  ; 

c)  if  several  criteria  are  prepared,  the  most 
important  one  should  be  mentioned. 

5.    The  USSR  Delegation  considers  that  the  criteria  given  in 
paragraph  5  of  Doc.  I03  do  not  respond  to  requirements.   There 
are  too  many  of  them,  so  much  so  that  it  becomes  Impossible  to 
calculate  the  amount  of  the  contribution  in  units  or  by  percen- 
tage, owing  to  the  absence  of  a  principal  criterium  serving  as 
a  basis  for  calculation. 

[j..    Item  Ij.  of  paragraph  3  of  Doc.  I05  shov;s  as  a  criterium 
the  amount  of  the  contributions  to  other  international  orga- 
nisations.  Expressed  in  this  form,  this  principle  is  not  well- 
founded,  seeing  that  it  takes  into  account  various  organiza- 
tions which  have  drawn  up  a  scale,  each  being  according  to  dif- 
ferent principles.   In  this  manner,  the  scale  of  contributions 
of  the  International  Telecommunications  Union  is  based  on  the 
principle  of  arbitrary  classification  of  each  country  in  one 
of  eight  given  categories.

The  Delegation  of  the  ROIII'IANIAN  PEOPLES'   REPUBLIC  was 
unable  to  attend  the  first  meeting  of  the   Congress,    owim 
to  reasons  over  which  it  had  no   control. 

In  consulting  the   documents  of  the   Congress,    our 
Delegation  has  noticed  that  the  representatives  of  the 
Kuo  Ming  Tang  have   been  accepted  as  the  representatives 
of  the  Meteorological  Services  of  CHINA,    whereas  they  are 
not   in  a  position  either  to  direct   the  meteorological  net- 
work of  the  immense   Chinese  territory,    nor  to  ensure  the 
distrihirtion  of  the   observations  which  are  taken  there.  tc 

This  task  can  only  be  undertaken  by  the  Government   of  the 
CHINESE  PEOPLES'    REPUBLIC. 

Seeing  that  the  Kuo  Ming  Tang  group  is  not  in  a  posit- 
ion to  fulfil  the  obligations  placed  upon  it  by  the  Convent- 
ion of  the  World  Meteorological  Organization,   we  request  o^ 
that  the  representatives  of  this  group   should  be  excluded 
from  the   participants  of  the  World  Meteorological  Organizat- 
ion Congress  and  from  being  a  Member  of  the  World  Meteo- 
rological Organization. 

In  my  capacity  as  Principal  Delegate  of  the  ROUilANIAN 
PEOPLES'    REPUBLIC,    I  propose  that  my  vote  be  added   as  a  vote 
against  the  motion  submitted  at  the  third  plenary  meeting 
(Doc»  66)   regarding  the   credentials  of  the   "so-called"  Chinese 
Delegation*. 

If  this  proposal  is  not   accepted,    I  request  that  the

Com.mittce  on  Contributions  could  make  this  data  available, 
and  could  probably  make  reasonably  reliable  estimates  for 
those  countries  which  have  not  supplied  U,N.  with  the 
desired  statistical  information. 

l\..        Comparable  national  income  is  reasonably  precise,  and 
is  regarded  as  the  basic  and  most  important  factor  to  be 
considered  in  making  a  scale  of  assessments.   The  adjust- 
ments applied  by  U.N.  for  various  factors  such  as  per- 
capita  income,  could  no  doubt  be  furnished  by  the  U.N. 
Committee  on  Contributions.

HEADQUARTERS  OF  THE  SECRETARIAT 
(Proposal  submitted  by  the  Swiss  Delegation) 


As  the  headquarters  of  11:10   were  situated  at  Lausanne, 
the  Swiss  Delegation  assumed  that  this  would  also  be  the  case 
for  the  mm   which  has  succeeded  the  IKO .   The  Cantonal  Autho- 
rities of  the  Canton  of  Vaud  and  the  Municipality  of  Lausanne 
have  therefore  prepared  a  detailed  plan  to  ensure  that  the 
Secretariat  of  the  new  Organization  shall  be  accommodated 
under  favourable  vrorking  conditions.   Details  of  this  plan 
will  be  found  in  Doc.  72. 

During  the  proceedings  of  the  Congress,  however,  it 
became  apparent  to  the  Swiss  Delegation  that  several  other 
Delegations  would  prefer  that  the  headquarters  of  the  Organi- 
zation be  situated  at  Geneva  ;   and  the  United  Nations  have 
indicated  that  they  shared  this  view.   The  Genevese  Autho- 
rities, having  been  informed  of  these  desires,  have  stated 
that  they  would  be  very  happy  to  see  the  headquarters  of  WMO 
established  in  Geneva,  where  the  Organization  would  benefit 
from  the  extensive  facilities  and  the  other  privileges 
enjoyed  by  the  Specialized  Agencies  affiliated  to  the  United 
Nations,  the  headqup.rters  of  which  are  at  Geneva. 

The  Gevenase  Authorities  v/ould,  in  particular,  be  pre- 
pared to  erect,  with  the  least  possible  delay,  a  building 
situated  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Palais  des  Nations, 
the  official  headquarters  of  the  European  Office  of  the 
United  Nations,  intended  to  house  the' Secretariat ,  which 
would  also  contain  the  conference  rooms  necessary  for  meetings 
of  the  WMO,  subject  to  specially  favourable  leasing  conditions

Following  the  decision  of  Congress  on  Agenda  Item  29  (WMO 
Convention  :   Interpretation  of  Article  5  (a)  ),  it  is  assu- 
med that  the  word  "shall"  will  bo  substituted  for  "should" 
in  Regulations  5,  92  and  95,   It  is  proposed  that  Regulation 
29  should  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

"During  the  discussion  of  any  matter,  a  delegate, 
member  or-  alternate,,  may  rise  to  a  point  of  order  and 
the  point  of  order  shall  be  immediately  decided  by  the 
President  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  procedure. 
A  delegate,  member  or  alternate  may  appeal  against  the 
ruling  of  the  President.   The  appeal  shall,  be  imjnedia- 
tc-ly  put  to  the  vote  and  the  President's  ruling  shall 
stand  unless  overruled  by  a  majority  of  the  delegates, 
members  and  alternates  present  and  voting.   A  delegate

Up  to  about  1028-,  the  President  did  all  the  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  ri'O,  using  his  ovm  staff  for  any  secretarial 
work,   ^rhe  Members  of  the'  II.TG  did  not  make  any  contribution 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  Organization.  By  I920,  the  work 
hsd  grown  so  much  that  the  I.Iembers  of  the  IlIO  were  asked  to 
Sake^  small-  contribution  for  the  establishment  of  the  Secreta- 
riat which,  at  that  time,  was  in  Holland.  But  it  was  not  until 
about  1956  oriq57  that  a  full-tim.e  Secretary-General  was 
appointed  to  hav^charge  of  the  Secretariat.  _Up  to  that  txme 
the  responsibilities  connected  with  the  Organization  were  car- 
ried by  the  President  and  that  feature  has  continued  to  a  very 
groat  extent  during  the  life-time  of  the  IMO . 

It  is' considered  by  the  Canadian  Delegation  that  it  is 
not  f^ir  to  put  such  a  heavy  burden  on  the  President  of  the 
Organization  in  addition- to  his  regular  duties  as  Head  of  a 
meteorolopical  service.   Accordingly  it  is  most  desirable  that 
many  of  the  details  now  referred  to  the  President  should  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Secretary  General  and  that  it  should  be  suf- 
ficient to  provide  the  President  with  <xn   efficient  Secretary.

In  Doc.  12,  the  Executive  Committee  has  given  very 
full  explanatory  notes  on  the  Estimates  for  the  first 
financial  period.   The  Canadian  Delegation  in  general 
agrees  with  the  explanatory  notes  submitted  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

In  regard  to  the  Executive  Committee's  statement 
In  Ij..l  first  paragraph,  it  is  agreed  by  the  Canadian 
Delegation  that  the  Vi/MO  will  have  to  meet  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Congresses.   On  the  other 
hand,  the  next  three  paragraphs  deal  with  the  headquarters 
of  the  Organization,   It  is  considered  that  at  least  for  ""' 
the  first  financial  period,  additional  temporary  accommoda- 
tion should  be  obtained  at  Lausanne  for  housing  the 
Secretariat  of  the  vmo ,      As  indicated  in  Doc.  ^0,  the 
Canadian  Delegation  recommended  the  postponement  of  the 
location  of  the  Secretariat  until  full  particulars  of 
building  and  costs  are  obtained  for  submission  to  Member 
Governments  for  their  final  approval.   If  at  all  possible 
instead  of  moving  the  V/MO  secretariat  to  a  new  location   ' 
in  Lausanne  it  is  recommended  that  additional  rooms  in 
nearby  premises  should  be  secured,  thus  avoiding  the 
dislocation  of  the  daily  routine.
